ledge, and mere Motion, for Himſelf, His Heirs, and Succeſſors, 
amongſt other Things, give and grant, unto the United Company of 
Merchants of England, trading to the Eaſt-Indies, and their Succeſſors; 
and did ordain, direct, eſtabliſh, and appoint, That there ſhould be, 
thereafter, within the Town or Factory of Madraſpatnam, on the 
Coaft of Coromandel, in the Eaſt.- Indies, one Body Politic and Corporate, 
by the Name of the Mayor and Aldermen of Madraſpatnam ; and that 
ſuch Body Politic and Corporate ſhould conſiſt of a Mayor and Nine 
Aldermen, to be reſpectively elected and appointed, in manner therein 
mentioned; and that the ſaid Body Corporate, by the Name afore- 
ſaid, ſhould have perpetual Succeſſion: And our ſaid Royal Grand- 
father did, further, grant, ordain, direct, and appoint, That the 
Mayor and Aldermen, for the Time being, of Madraſpatnam afore- 


ſaid, 
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ſaid, ſhould, for ever thereafter be, and they were thereby conſtituted, 
a Court of Record, by the Name of the Mayor's Court at Madraſpat- 
nam, with ſuch Powers, Juriſdictions, and Authorities, as in the ſaid 
Letters Patent are mentioned. | Axp by the ſame Charter, It is Or- 
dained, That any Perſon or Perſons, thinking himſelf or themſelves 
aggrieved, by any Judgment, Sentence, or Decree of the ſaid Mayor's 
Court, might appeal to the Governor, or Preſident and Council of 
Fort Saint George, for the Time being, who, or any Three or more of 
them, are thereby, in the Manner therein-mentioned, appointed to be, 
for ever thereafter, a Court of Record, for that Purpoſe, to receive 
ſuch Appeals, and to hear and determine the ſame, and to do all 
other Acts, Matters, and Things, neceſſarily incident thereto, ſubject 
to ſuch Provifions, Regulations, and Reſtrictions, as in the ſame 
Charter are contained : And, by the ſaid Charter, the Governor, or 
Preſident and Council of Fort Saint George, for the Time being, are 
appointed Juſtices of the Peace; and are, in the Manner therein- 
mentioned, authoriſed and appointed to hold Quarter Seſſions of the 
Peace, and, at all Times thereafter, to be a Court of Record, in the 
Nature of a Court of Oyer and Terminer and Gaol Delivery ; and, 
from Time to Time, and at all Times thereafter, to be Commiſſioners 
of Oyer and Terminer and Gaol Delivery, for the trying and puniſh- 
| ing ſuch Offenders and Offences, and in ſuch Manner, as in the ſaid 
Charter are and is mentioned: And, by the ſame Letters Patent, 
Our ſaid Royal Grandfather did, alſo, further grant, unto the ſaid 
Company, and their Succeſſors, and did ordain, eſtabliſh, and appoint, 
That there ſhould be, for ever thereafter, within the Town or Factory 
of Bombay, on the Iſland of Bombay, in the Eaft- Indies, one other 
Body Politic and Corporate, by the Name of the Mayor and Aldermen 
of Bombay; and that ſuch laſt-mentioned Body Politic and Corporate 
ſhould conſiſt of a Mayor and Nine Aldermen, to be reſpectively 
elected and appointed, in Manner in the ſaid Letters Patent men- 
tioned; and that the ſaid laſt-mentioned Body Corporate, by the 
Name aforeſaid, ſhould have perpetual Succeſſion: And Our ſaid 
Royal Grandfather did, thereby, further grant, ordain, direct, and 


appoint, That the Mayor and Aldermen of Bombay, aforeſaid, for 
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30, 
the Time being, ſhould, for ever thereafter, be, and they were thereby 
conſtituted, a Court of Record, by the Name of the Mayor's Court of 
Bombay, with ſuch Powers, Authorities, and Juriſdictions, as in the 
ſaid Letters Patent are alſo mentioned. Axp, by the ſame Charter, 
It is further Ordained, That any Perſon or Perſons, thinking them- 
ſelves aggrieved by any Judgment, Sentence, or Decree of the ſaid 
Mayor's Court, might appeal to the Governor, or Preſident and 
Council of Bombay, for the Time being, who, or any Three or more 
of them, are thereby, in the Manner therein-mentioned, appointed to 
be, for ever thereafter, a Court of Record, for that Purpoſe, to re- 
ceive ſuch Appeals, and to hear and determine the ſame; and to do 
all other Acts, Matters, and Things, neceſſarily incident thereto, 
ſubj ect to ſuch Proviſions, Regulations, and Reſtrictions, as in the 
ſame Charter are contained. AND, by the ſaid Charter, the Go- 
vernor, or Preſident and Council of Bombay, for the Time being, are 
appointed Juſtices of the Peace ; and Power is thereby given to them 
to act as ſuch, and to be and act as Commiſſioners of Oyer and Ter- 
miner and Gaol Delivery, and are authoriſed to hold, in the Manner 
therein-mentioned, Seſſions of the Peace, and of Oyer and Terminer 
and Gaol Delivery, for the trying and puniſhing ſuch Offenders and 
Offences, and in ſuch Manner, as in the ſaid Charter are and is 


mentioned. 


AND WHEREAS, by an Act of Parliament, paſſed in the Thirty- 
ſeventh Year of Our Reign, entitled ©* An Act for the better Admi- 
e niſtration of Juſtice at Calcutta, Madras, and Bombay; and for pre- 
« venting Britiſi Subjects from being concerned in Loans to the Native 
. © Princes in India; reciting, among other Things, That the ſaid 
Charter does not ſufficiently provide for the due Adminiſtration of 
Juſtice, in ſuch Manner as the State and Condition of the Company's 
Settlements at Madraſpalnam and Bombay do and muſt require, It is, 
amongſt other Things, enacted, That it ſhall and may be lawful for 
Us, by Charter or Letters Patent, under the Great Seal of Great- 
Britain, to ere& and eſtabliſh a Court of Judicature, at Madras and 


Bombay, reſpectively, to conſiſt of the Mayor and Three of the Alder- 


B men, 
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men, reſident at the faid Settlement of Madras and Bombay, reſpectively, 
for the Time being, which Aldermen are, from Time to Time, to 
be ſelected, in ſuch Manner as ſhall be directed and preſcribed by 


Us in the ſaid Charter, together with One other Perſon at each of 


the ſaid Settlements, to be named, from Time to Time, by Us, 
Our Heirs, and Succeſſors, which ſaid Perſon is to be a Barriſter of 


England or Ireland, of not leſs than Five years ſtanding, and which 


ſaid : Perſon, ſo appointed, is to be the Preſident of the ſaid Court, 
and is to be ſtyled the Recorder of Madras and Bombay, reſpectively; 
and that the ſaid Courts ſhould have full Power and Authority to 
exerciſe and: perform all Civil, Criminal, Eccleſiaſtical, and Admiralty 
Juriſdiction, and to appoint ſuch Miniſterial Officers as may be ne- 
ceflary, and to form and eſtabliſh ſuch Rules of Practice, and ſuch 
Rules for the Proceſs of the ſaid Court, and to do all ſuch other 
Things, as ſhall be neceſſary for the Adminiſtration of Juſtice, and 
the due Execution of all or any of the Powers which might, by the 
ſaid Charter, be committed to the ſ:id Courts; and that the ſame 
ſhould. alſo be, at all Times, Courts of Oyer and Terminer and 
Gaol Delivery, in and for Fort Saint George, and the Town of Madras, 
and the Limits thereof, and the Factories ſubordinate thereto, and 
in and for the Town and Iſland of Bombay, and the Limits thereof, 
and the Factories ſubordinate thereto, reſpectively: And, by the ſaid 
Act, divers Proviſions are made, touching the Extent of the ſaid 
Charter, and the Juriſdiction, Powers, and Authorities to be thereby 
eſtabliſhed. AnD it is further (among other Things) by the ſaid Act 
enacted, That ſo much of the ſaid Charter, granted by Our faid 
Royal Grandfather, as confers any Civil, Criminal, or Eccleſiaſtical 
Juriſdiction upon the Mayor's Courts of Madras and Bowbay, reſpec- 
tively, or upon the Preſident and Council, as a Court of Appeal 
from the ſaid Courts, or of Oyer and Terminer and Gaol Delivery-of 
the ſaid Settlements, or the Subordinates thereto belonging, in caſe 
a new Charter ſhould be granted by Us, in Purſuance of the ſaid 
A&t, and ſhould be openly publiſhed at Madras and Bombay teſpec- 
tively, from and immediately after ſuch Publication ſhall ceaſe and 
determine, and be abſolutely void, to all Intents and Purpoſes ; and 
| es Ea all 
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all Judicial Powers and Authorities, granted by any Act or Acts of Par- 
liament to the ſaid Mayor's or Courts of Appeal at the ſaid Settlements, 
ſnould ceaſe and determine, and be no longer exerciſed by the ſaid 
Courts; but that the ſame ſhould and might be exerciſed by the 
Courts of Judicature, to be erected by virtue of the ſaid Act, in the 
Manner, and to the Extent in the ſaid Act before directed: But, 
nevertheleſs, the ſaid Charter ſhould, in all other Reſpects, continue 
in full Force and Effect, to all Intents and Purpoſes, according to 
the true Intent and Meaning thereof, except in ſo far as it is altered 


or varied by the ſaid Act, as fully and effectually, as if the ſaid Act 


had not been made, or ſuch new Charter had not been granted. Ax p 
it is further enacted, That during ſuch Time as the ſaid Settlements 
of Madras and Bombay, reſpectively, ſnould remain in the Poſſeſſion 
of the ſaid United Company, the Court of Directors of the ſaid United 
Company ſhould, and they are thereby required, to direct and cauſe to 
be paid to the Recorder of the ſaid Court of Judicature at Madras, 
the yearly Sum of Five Thouſand Pounds, and to the Recorder of 
the Court of Judicature at Bombay, the yearly Sum of Five Thouſand 
Pounds; and that ſuch Salaries ſhould be paid to them, and each of 
them, for the Time being, out of the Revenues of the ſaid reſpective 
Settlements of Madras and Bombay, at an Exchange of Eight Shillings 
per the Pagoda at Maaras, and of Two Shillings and Six Pence per the 
Bombay Rupee at the Settlement at Bombay. And it is, by the ſaid 
AQ, further enacted, That the ſaid Salaries ſhall take place and com- 
mence, in reſpect to ſuch Perſons as ſhould be reſident in Great-Br;- 
zain at the Time of their Appointment, upon and from the Day on 
which ſuch Perſon ſhould embark from Great-Britain; and that the 
Salaries of all ſuch Perſons who ſhould, at the Time of their Appoint- 
ment, be reſident in India, ſhould commence and take place from 
and after their reſpectively taking upon them the Execution of their 


Office, as aforeſaid ; and that all ſuch Salaries ſhould be in Lieu of 
all Fees of Office, Perquiſites, Emoluments, and Advantages, what- 


ſoever, as by the ſaid Act may more plainly and at large appear. 


Now x now VE, That We, upon full Conſideration of the Pre- 


miſes, and of Our eſpecial Grace, certain Knowledge, and mere 
| Motion, 
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Motion, have thought fit to grant, direct, ordain, and appoint, and 
by theſe Preſents We do, accordingly, for Us, Our Heirs, and Suc- 
ceſſors, grant, direct, ordain, and appoint, that there ſhall be, within 
the Settlement of Madras, a Court of Record, which ſhall be called 
the Court of the Recorder of Madras; and We do hereby create, direct, 
and conſtitute the ſaid Court of the Recorder of Madras to be a Court 


of Record. 


Anp We do further will, ordain, and appoint, That the ſaid 
Court of the Recorder of Maaras ſhall conſiſt of, and be holden by 
and before One principal Judge, who ſhall be and be called the 
Recorder of Madras, and who ſhall be the Prefident of the ſaid Court, 
and by and before the Mayor and Three of the Aldermen, for the 
Time being, of Magras, appointed, or to be appointed, under and 
by virtue of the ſaid recited Charter of Our ſaid Royal Grandfather 
and reſident at the ſaid Settlement of Madras; and which Three Alder- 
men ſhall be, from Time to Time, ſelected, in Rotation, in the 


Manner herein-after preſcribed and directed. 


Axp We do further will, ordain, and appoint, That the ſaid 
Recorder of Madras ſhall, at all Times, be a Barriſter of England or 
Ireland, of not leſs than Five Years ſtanding, to be named and ap- 
pointed, from Time to Time, by Us, Our Heirs, and Succeſſors, 
by Letters Patent, under Our and Their Great Seal of Great Britain, 
who ſhall hold the ſaid Office, during the Pleaſure of Us, Our Heirs, 
and Succeſſors, and not otherwiſe. 


Axp We do hereby give and grant unto the ſaid Recorder, 
Rank and Precedence above and before all Our Subjects, whomſoever, 
within the Territories ſubject to the Government of Fort Saint George ; 
excepting the Governor General of Fort William in Bengal, and the 
Governor of Fort Saint George, for the Time being; and excepting 
all ſuch Perſons as, by Law and Uſage, take Place in England before 
Our Chief Juſtice of Our Court of King's Bench. 


Axp We do further will, ordain and appoint, That Three of the 
ſaid Aldermen ſhall, from Time to Time, be Judges of the ſaid Court,

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and ſhall ſit and act, accordingly, in Rotation, from Term to Term, 
in Manner following, that is to ſay; We will, ordain, and appoint, 
That immediately upon the Publication of this Our Charter, at Madras 
aforeſaid, the Three Senior Aldermen, then reſident at the ſaid Set- 
tlement of Madras, ſhall ſit and act as Judges of the ſaid Court, until 
the Firſt Day of the Second Term, which ſhall be appointed for the Sit- 
ting of the ſaid Court (under the Power herein- after contained) next 
after the Publication of this Our Charter; and the Three Aldermen, re- 
ſident at the ſaid Settlement, who ſhall be the Three Senior Aldermen 


ſo reſident, excluſive of the Three who ſhall have been the Judges of 


the ſaid Court in the preceding Term (if there ſhall then be ſo many 
refident Aldermen) ſhall fit and act as Judges of the ſaid Court, on and 
from the Firſt Day of the ſaid Second Term, next after the Publica- 
tion of this Our Charter, as aforeſaid, until the Firſt Day of the 
Third Term, which ſhall happen next after the Publication of this 
Our Charter ; and that then the Three other reſident Aldermen (if ſo 
many there ſhall be, who ſhall not have ſat and ated as Judges of the 
ſaid Court) ſhall fit and act as Judges of the ſaid Court, on and from 
the Firſt Day of the Third Term, until the Firſt Day of the Fourth

Neceſſity, by Reaſon of the Abſence of One or more of the ſaid Alder- 
men, or Vacancy of the Office of One or more of the ſaid Aldermen. 


Axp We do further will, ordain, and appoint, That the ſaid Re- 
corder of Madras, either with the Mayor, or with any One or more of the 
Aldermen, Judges of the ſaid Court, for the Time being, as aforeſaid, 
ſhall, at all Times, be competent to hold Courts, and exerciſe all 
Powers, Juriſdictions, and Authorities, and do all Acts which may 
lawfully be exerciſed or done, by the ſaid Court of the Recorder of Ma- 


dras; but in caſe of the Death or Abſence of the Recorder, or in cafe 


of the Vacancy of the Office of Recorder, and in the Abſence of the

AnD We do further will, ordain, and appoint, That whenever 
it ſhall happen that the Recorder of Madras ſhall die, and no Perſon 
ſhall be upon the Spot, who ſhall be appointed by Us, Our Heirs, 
or Succeſſors, to ſucceed to ſuch Recorderſhip; in ſuch Caſe, and as 
ſoon as the ſame ſhall be made known to the Supreme Court of Judi- 
cature at Calcutia, the Junior Puiſne Judge of the ſaid Court ſhall 
proceed, with all convenient Speed, to Madras, and ſhall there rake 
upon himſelf the ſaid Office of Recorder, and ſhall hold and exerciſe 
the ſame, in as full and ample a Manner, and with the like Powers,

AND it is Our further Will and Pleaſure, That the ſaid Recor- 
der, and ſuch of the ſaid Mayor and Aldermen who, for the Time 
being, ſhall be Judges of the ſaid Court of the Recorder of Madras, 
ſhall ſeverally and reſpectively be, and they are all and every of 
them hereby appointed to be, Juſtices and Conſervators of the Peace, 
and Coroners, within and throughout the Settlement of Fort Saint 
George and the town of Madras, and the Limits thereof, and the 
Factories ſubordinate thereto, and all the Territories which, now 
are, or hereafter may be ſubje& to, or dependent upon the Govern- 
ment of Madras, aforeſaid; and to have ſuch Juriſdiction and 
Authority as Our Juſtices of Our Court of King's Bench have, and 
may lawfully exerciſe, within that Part of Great-Britain called England, 
as far as Circumſtances will admit, 


Axp We further will and ordain, That all Judgments, Rules, 
Orders and Acts of Authority or Power, whatſoever, to be made or 
done by the ſaid Court of the Recorder of Madras, ſhall be made or 
done by and with the Concurrence of the Perſons, for the Time 
being, fitting and acting as Judges thereof, or ſo many of them as 
ſhall be, on ſuch Occaſions reſpectively, aſſembled and ſitting as a 
Court, or of the major Part of them fo aſſembled and fitting, Pro- 
vided always, That in Caſe they ſhall be equally divided, the Re- 
corder, or in his Abſence the Preſident, for the Time being, of the 
ſaid Court, ſhall have a double, or caſting Voice. 


Axp We do further grant, ordain, and appoint, That the ſaid 
Court of the Recorder of Madras ſhall have and uſe, as Occafion 
may require, a Seal, bearing a Device and Impreſſion of Our Royal 
Arms, within an Exergue or Label, ſurrounding the ſame, with 
this Inſcription, ** The Seal of the Court of the Recorder of Madras.” 
And We do hereby grant, ordain, and appoint, That the ſaid Seal 
ſhall be delivered to, and kept in the Cuſtody of the ſaid Recorder; 
and in caſe of Vacancy of the Office of Recorder, the ſame ſhall, 
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from Time to Time, be delivered over to, and kept in the Cuſtody 
of the Mayor, for the Time being; and in caſe, alſo, of the Vacancy 
of the Office of Mayor, then of the Senior Alderman of Madras, in 
turn, from Time to Time, to act as a Judge of the ſaid Court, until 
the Arrival of the Judge from the ſaid Supreme Court of Judicature 
at Calcutta, and his taking upon him the ſaid Office of Recorder, 
and then in the Cuſtody of ſuch Judge, during ſuch Time as he ſhall 


act as Recorder, as aforeſaid. And We do hereby grant, ordain, 


and appoint, That if it ſhall happen, that the ſaid Seal ſhall, by any 
means, come to the Hands of any Perſon or Perſons, other than the 
Recorder of Madras, aforeſaid, or ſuch Perſon as, for the Time 
| being, is hereby authorized to have the Cuſtody thereof, the ſaid 
Court of the Recorder of Magras ſhall be, and is hereby authorized 
and empowered, to demand, ſeize, and take the ſaid Seal, from any 
Perſon or Perſons whomſoever, by what Ways and Means ſoever the 
ſame may have come to his, her or their Poſſeſſion, other than the 
Perſon, for the Time being, hereby autherized and required to have 
the Cuſtody thereof; and ſhall forthwith deliver ſuch Seal to the ſaid 
Recorder, or to ſuch other Perſon as ſhall be, for the Time being,

Determination complained of, and unleſs the Value of the Matter in 
diſpute ſhall exceed the Sum of One Thouſand Pagodas. 
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AND it is Our further Will and Pleaſure, And We do hereby 
direct, ordain, and appoint, T hat the ſaid Recorder of Bombay, forth- 
with, after his Arrival at Bombay aforeſaid, ſhall aſſemble himſelf, 
and the Mayor, and all the Aldermen of Bombay, or ſo many of them, 
the ſaid Mayor and Aldermen, as ſhall then be reſident at Bombay, 


and ſhall be able to aſſemble themſelves, in the Room or Hall where 


the Mayor's Court ſhall then be uſually holden, or in ſome other pro- 
per Room or Place, to be appointed for that Purpoſe; and the faid 
Recorder of Bombay ſhall, then and there, in the Preſence of the ſaid 
Mayor and Aldermen, ſo afſembled, take an Oath, in the moſt ſolemn 


Manner, that he will, to the beſt of his Knowledge, Skill, and Judg- 


ment, duly and juſtly execute the ſaid Office of Recorder of Bombay, 
and impartially adminiſter Juſtice, in every Cauſe, Matter, or Thing, 
which ſhall come before him; and ſhall alſo take the Oath of Allegi-

thorize the ſaid Recorder of Bombay to adminiſter the ſaid Oaths and 
Declarations, and record the ſame, accordingly. And We do hereby 
further ordain and eſtabliſh, That all and every ſucceeding Recorder, 
Mayor, and Aldermen of Bombay ſhall, before he or they ſhall be ca- 
pable of exerciſing the ſaid Office or Offices, reſpectively, take, in open 
Court, the like Oaths, and ſubſcribe the like Declarations, only chang- 
ing what ought to be changed, for that Purpoſe, whereof Records 
ſhall be made and filed, among the other Records of the Court, from 
Time to Time. And we do alſo ordain and eſtabliſh, That before any 
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Juſtice of the ſaid Supreme Court of Judicature at Fort Milliam in 
Bengal, ſhall take upon himſelf to act in Court as Recorder, un- 
der the Directions herein-before, for that Purpoſe, contained, upon 
Vacancy of the Office of Recorder of Bombay, aforeſaid, by Death, 
ſuch Juſtice ſhall take, in open Court, the like Oaths, and ſubſcribe 


the like Declarations, changing what ought to be changed, whereof 


Record ſhall be made and filed, among the Records of the ſaid 


Court; And We do allo authorize ſuch Juſtice, acting as Recorder, as 


aforeſaid, to adminiſter the like Oaths and Declarations to the Mayor
